END COMES AT MIDNIGHT. 


Colonel Joseph H. Wood, Grand Marshal 
of the Grand Army parade during the recent 
national encampment in Chicago, died of 
angina pectoris at midnight at his residence, 
721 West Adams street. . 

Colonel Wood retired an hour before his 
death, apparently in perfect health. At 


|} 11:30 his wife noticed that he was breathing 


heavily. She tried to rouse him, but could 
not. Dr. E. B. Loomis, 145 Robey street, 
was summoned at once. When he ar- 
rived at the patient's bedside the Colonel 
wae beyond medical skill, He sank rapidly 
and died in a few minutes. 

Colonel Wood's father and mother died 
just as he did. 

Long with Alton Railroad. 
For many years Colonel Wood was As- 


} sistant General Manager of the Alton road, 


but he left the employ of the company after 
the Harriman syndicate gained control of 
the corporation. At the time of his death 
he was conducting the J. H. Wood Claim 
and Adjustment company with offices at 
820 Monadnock Building. He made a gal- 
lant record during the rebellion. He was 
8 nephew of Fighting Joe Hooker. 

Joseph H. Wood was born in the State of 
Net Tork in 1839. He came of a family that 
had many fighters in the famous battles of 
American history. His father- was a vet- 
eran of the war of 1812, and his uncle fought 
in the Mexican war, and was present at the 
surrender of the City of Mexico. After fin- 
ishing his education young Wood went into 
business a contractor and an engineer, 
working on the Erie Canal afid in various 
parts of New York. When he was 23 years 
old he went to Washington and was given a 
commission as Second Lieutenant in the 
regular army. His regiment was the Sixth 
Cavalry. His commission was signed by 
President Lincoln and Secretary Stanton 
and bears date in the * part of 1863. 


Goes 8 to the Front. | 
Lieutenant Wood. was sent direct to the 
tront. together with 
other regiments of regulars and a regiment 
of Pennsylvania lancers made up the re- 
serve cavalry brigade of the Army of the 
Potomac. The brigade was at that time un- 
der command of General John Buford, but 
this officer was soon succeeded by General 
Wesley Merritt. Wood's first duty when he 
reached the front was the charge of a com- 
pany of pickets on the Rappahannock River 
for three days and nights of continuous 
service. A little later the Lieutenant was 
sent under a flag of truce to carry a message 
to General Lee. He has said that it was one 
ot the most peculiar sensations he had ever 
experienced, to be standing in the midst of 
the rebel forces, and to see all around him | 
men who would under any other circum- 
stances have enjoyed shooting him at sight. 


Wounded at Gettysburg. 

It was at Gettysburg that Colonel Wood 
received the wound that troubled him up 
to the time of his death. His regiment 
‘was sent to attack the confederate wagon 
train just before the battle opened, and it 
found itself suddenly face to face with a 
whole brigade of Southern cavalry. The 
result was a bitter struggle, in which the 
Northern regiment was almost annihilated. 

My regiment was sent, the Colonel used 
to say in telling of the incident, “ around 
the rear of the confederate forces to at · 
tack the wagon train, which we were told 
was unsupported by Southern troops. 
There being no reason to expect resistance, 
only one regiment was sent, and it was put 
in a position where help from the main body 
of the army was out of the question, Though 
we did ali that men could do, our position 
against such odds was almost hopeless, and 
we were in the end completely routed. Not, 
however, before the ranking officers of the 
regiment were killed or disabled almost to 
aman. Indeed, it is actually true that there 
was no officer left to make a report of the 
fight to headquarters.“ 

Before the end of the year Lieutenant 
Wood was again in the ranks, this time as 
an officer of New York volunteers. He 
was first made Major of the Fifteenth New 
York Cavalry. Then he was commissioned 
Colonel of the Second New York Mounted 
Rifles. He served through the remainder 
of the war under Sheridan and was present 
with General Grant at the time of the sur- 
render. He was one of the officers detailed 
to escort Grant back from the field at this 


time. 
Breveted Captain of 

By this time Colonel Wood had been com- 
missioned as First Lieutenant of regulars, 
and had been breveted Captain for bravery 
on the field. He went back to the Sixth 
Cavalry and served with General Sheridan 
in New Orleans. His company was the first 
on hand at the time of the Mechanics’ In- 
stitute riots in that city, and he had a great 
part in stopping the massacre of negroes. At 
the time of his resignation in 1867 he was in 
command of General Sheridan's escort. For 
the next ten years Colonel Wood was en- 
gaged as a railroad contractor in New York, 
and in 1877 he came to Chicago and entered 
the service of the Alton railroad, of which he 
was t general manager for twenty- 
five years. 


“Republican in Politics. 


Colonel Wood has been a lifelong Repub- 
ican. He took an especially prominent 
part in preaching sound money among rail- 
road men during the last political campaign. 
He was appointed an aid on the staff of J. 
P. g. Gobin, Commander-in-Chief of the 
Grand Army of the Republic, and was a 
member of George H. Thomas post, G. A. 
R. He belonged to the Loyal legion, the 
Western Society of the Army of the Poto- 
mac, and the Aztec club of New York, the 
last named being an organization of officers 
who were present at the surrender of the 
City of Mexico, and their descendants. 
Colonel Wood married in 1867 Miss Mary | 
Ware of Dubuque. Besides the widow he 
left three daughters and one son—Mrs. Mary 
Wood @rringer, Elizabeth Wood, Evelyn 


Wood, and Joseph Hooker Wood.

after furnish gas to consumers. in Chicago.“ 
The right of the city to regulate’ the price 
of gas is not recognized as yet, and it is ex- 
pected that an act of the slatureé will be | 
necessary before city... ord ices ‘will be 
valid. 
Alderman Patterson’ 7 also pro- 
vides that gas shall be furnished so &s to af- 
ford a oh of not less than twenty candle 
power. The penalty prescribed for failure 
to furnish such light or for violation of the 
provision for 75-cent:gas is a fine of not less 
than §25 nor more than $200 for each offense. 
Five per cent compensation to the city is re- 
quired by another section of the ordinance. 
The provision is that the gas companies 
shall make quarterly payments in January, 
April, July, and October, accompanied by a 
statement verified by oath, the 5 per cent to 
be of the gross receipts. The City Con- 
troller is given the authority to appoint an 
agent to examine the books of the company 
and ascertain if the statements upon which 
the compensation is paid.are correct. 


Penalty for Moving Meters. 

‘The removal of meters without the con- 
sent of the consumers ia prohibited by a sec- 
tion of the ordinance, which follows: 

That any company, ration, or person who 
shall remove any meter m the house or prem- 
ises of any consumer of gas against his will and 
consent, he being willing to pay for the gas fur- 
nished him at the price established by this ordi- 
nance, shall be subjétt to a’ penalty ot not_less 
than $25 or more than $200 for each offense. ' Pro- 
vided, however, that any company, corporation, 
or person shall have the right to remove any 
meter for the purpose of repairing it, pa ae ar 
that it shall be replaced.

The “short weight practices against. the 
Board of Education are alleged to have deen 
a bold and successful move. The fact that 
the weighing of all coal delivered to more 
than 250 schools had to be done with tho 
eighty-six scales now owned by the board 
has made the plan easy. 

Outline of the Scheme. 
* The scheme, according to information. that 
has stirred the board to action, is interesting, 
if simple. 

In the morning, according to the allega- 
tions, a driver would be started out from 
the yards with a full load of coal to be de- | 
livered at some school that. has no scale. 
The driver is given three blank checks, which 
the Board of Education issues. He drives to 
a school where there is a scale, has a check 
filled, and then goes on to another school 
where thereisascale. After having the load 
weighed three times he delivers it at the 
school it was destined for. This school will 
get honest weight unless the drivef sells halt 
a ton to some bushel shop along the way, 
which, it is said, is not unknown. - 

The next two loads that ga out of the 
yards, however, are made a — short of the 
first one. The driver has his checks already 
filled out. He drives to a school without 
scales, and there the janitor, seeing the 


corded, signs it as all right. The wagon is 
then driven back to one of the three scales 
where it was first weighed, and thus the 
coal weight is given to the School, board 
from 1,000 to 2,000 pounds less than the load’ 
that has been delivered, It is the same 
way with the third load of the day. 
Not content with this profit, the drivers, it 
is alleged, are sometimes shown how to load 
the coal. The contract of the School board 
calls for block coal, but the bottom part of 
‘the load consists chiefly of “ Westville mine 
run,” the cheapest coal in the market. On 
top ot this large blocks of coal are so ar- 
ranged: that the janitor at a glance is con- 
vinced he has a good load of coal. 


| Doeludes the Janitors.’ 

The rule ot the board is to pay only for 
the checks filled out and signed by the jani- 
tor at the schools where weighing is done, 
but this has not always acted as a check to 
dishonest measure. The janitors and engi- 
neers are not held in suspicion, but the de- 
ception has been easy to practice without 
their knowledge. The man who weighs the 
coal has a perfect load to inspect.’ The jani- 
tor who received it looks at the ticket made 
out by the weigher and, as it is in gross 
,weight, he has no means of judging how 
much the, team and horses might weigh. 
‘Wher ‘the driver presents himself again to 
the weigher he weighs his empty wagon and 
the ticket ‘which fs then filled out he pre- 
sents to the Board of Education. 

These tickets are taken as the basis for 
payments to contractors. A record of short 
weight never gets on the books anywhere. 

The School board will now have 116 scales, 
barely half its buildings being supplied. The 
new appropriation pays for thirty scales, 
which will be installed so as to serve for 
double that many buildings. The rule has 
been that one seale should serve no more 
than twelve schools, but the new additions 
will reduce this maximum.

For these reasons I hold that it would be 
a fatal mistake for us to consent to any par- 
tial settlement of this strike, or to agree to 
other than a general resumption of work. 

„This ie a fight of all for each, and each | 
for all, and to be successful there must be no 
break in our line of action. It ought to go 
without saying at thie late date that I am a 
stanch advocate of the principle of arbitre- 
tion and did I not personally favor these 
principles, the laws of the organisation of 
which I am President make arbitration one 
of its cardinal tenets. 


Annual Conferences Necessary. 

“TI will go further and say that arbitration 
in civilized lands would be unnecessary if 
miners and mine owners were to adopt the 
same system of adjusting wage disputes as 
is in force in the bituminous coal districts 
of Pennsylvania, and also in all other coal- 
producing States in America, where the 
mine operators and mine workers meet an- 
nually in joint convention and reach an 
amicable settlement in all questions govern- 
ing the wages and conditions of employment. 
In Indianapolis last January 250 operators 
and 750 miners’ delegates, representing an 
annual output of 70,000,000 tons of bitumi- 
nous coal western Pennsylvania, Ohfo,

Central Body Asks No Recognition. 

„ But because I am aware that there is 
serious, if misguided, repugnance on the 
part of the railroad carriers in the anthra- 
eite field to recognizing our organisation or 
its officers the mine workers’ organization, 
whose chief officer I have the honor to be, 
yielding all natural pride of having it treated 
within this difficulty, repeats what I have 
publicly and privately stated before, that I 
and my official colleagues will not ask to be 
recognised or consulted by the mine owners 
if the officers or representatives of these 

at railroad companies will do what they 

ve many times said they would do, meet 
committees of their own employés and come 
to a peaceful agreement. Provided, how- 
ever, that such conferences between the 
various companies and committees repre- 
senting their own employés will meet in 
separate halls in the same city and on the 
same date. 

„This provision is inserted because, hereto- 
fore, when committees presented grievances 
to any of these great companies they were 
invariably met with the argument that the 
company could not remedy the wrongs com- 
plained of because competing companies 
enforced conditions of employment not more 
favorable to the mine workers than their 
own. By holding these separate confer- 
ences simultaneously in one city there could 
be an exchange of opinion bet ween all of the 
mine owners. and miners whose interests 
were at stake, thus remov the possibility 
of one company being pl at a disadvan- 
tage by paying more for labor than was 
exac from their competitors. 


May Avert Strikes in Future. 

„ Were they to act upon this idea I firmly 
believe that the railroad companies finally 
could arrive at an agreement with their em- 
ployés and establish a relation and set up a 
precedent which would make strikes almost 
impossible in the future. Such action on 
the part of the nine great. railroads would, 
of course, deprive the United Mine Workers 
of much of the credit to which we bileve it 
to be justly entitled, but we place far above 
consideration of individual or organization 
the question of what shall be for the good of 
all anthracite workers, their wives, and their 
children in this supreme crisis. , 

„ These are my sincere expressions, and I 

to an impartial and just public to 
judge between us and these nine railroad 
Presidents, if they shall refuse to meet in a 
spirit of fairness this proposal of a man 
whose chief object is to help Ughten the 
weary burden of a struggling, earnest mass 
of humanity.

“Chicago, Sept. 20.—George E. Adams, 
The Temple, Chicago—Dear Sir: Referring 
to our conversation the other day regard- 
ing the statements which are made through 
the public press by Mr. Mitchell, the Presi- 
dent of the miners’ union, and which state- 
ments are being used to the fullest extent 
by Mr. Bryan in this campaign, I beg to 
give you the following authoritative in- 
formation, nd in order to do so effectively 
I deem it :ast to put it in the form of ques- 
tions and answers:

Sir William Vernon Harcourt refuses to 
regard an “ephemeral war as the sole 
test of good government, declaring that, al- 
though from the moment of the Boer inva- 
sion he had supported the government, he 
has not changed his original opinion that the 
needed reforms might have been attained 
without war. 

“ The result of the government's policy,” 
says Sir William, “is that we are now the 
best hated country in thé world and bur- 
dened with the acctimulated debt and an 
increased taxation. We may well regard 
out national finance with the gravest ap- 
prehension. The cost of the war will not 
fall short of 00,000,000.“ 
Henry Campbell-Bannerman dwells 
upon the “ failure of the government's di- 
plomacy and preparations for war” and 
upon the “ miscalculation of Boer strength.” 
He contends that the struggle might have 
been avoided and points out that there has 
been a series of difficulties all over the world 
since the government came into office.

SUITS AGAINST THE HALLWOOD OASH 
REGISTER COMPANY. 


Personal Liability Established by the United 
States Ciroult Court of Appeals in Suit 
Against the Boston Cash Register Company. 


. Regarding the patent litigation now pend- 


against the Hallwood Cash Register 
——— The records in the United States 
courts show that the National Cash Register 
2 has sued the Hallwood company 
for infringement four times under four sep- 
arate patents, as fellows: 

Maxwell patent No. 10,885; Hadley patent 
No. 483,728: Longacre patent No, 406,748; 
Neer patent No. 509,625. 

The Maxwell and Neer suits have already 
been argued, and decisions are expected any 
day. The other suits are still pending. 

About forty merchants have been sued for 
damages by the National Cash Register com- 
pany for using Hallwood registers. The 
United States Supreme Court has decided 
that the user of an infringement is liable for 

as well as the maker. 

After nine years’ constant litigation the 
National Cash Register company has won 
its suits against the Boston Cash Register 
company. These suits were decided against 
the National company in the lower court, 
but they were carried clear up to the Su- 
preme Court, which decided that the Boston 
machine was an infringement of the Nation- 
al company’s patents. The Boston company 
having meanwhile failed, its officers and di- 
rectors were sued for the damages. They 
claimed they were not personally liable for 
the damages. The United States Court of 
Appeals decided, however, that officers and 
directors of infringing companies are per- 
sonally and individually liable for infringe- 
ment committed by the companies. The 
litigatién has just been concluded by a 
judgment for $30,000 damages against the 
officers and directors of the Boston company 
in favor of the National company.

Many visited the City Seal- 
er's office, saying they had received short 
weight coal, and others asserting that they

Books Show Many Customers. 

The books of the concern show a remark- 
able state of affairs. Already 1,584 laboring 
people, Owners of flat buildings, and small 
business, had paid $31,680 for coal, 7,920 
tons of which had not been delivered, repre- 
senting a loss of fully $20,000, Mr. Quinn 
says. In consideration for advance pay- 
ments the customers were to receive their 
coal at reduced rates, the contracts 
stipulating the delivery to be made in 
September. In many cases where the coal 
already has been delivered Sealer Quinn 
eharges that short weight was given, and the 
customers, instead of enjoying a reduction in 
the price,.in fact, paid more than the market 
price. The books of the company convinced 

the Sealer that had the concern been allowed 
to continue in business its patronage would 
have extended and this winter thousands of 
householders would have suffered loss. 


Crowd Around Closed Office. 


Nearly a hundred people flourishing re- 
ceipts for payments on coal as yet undeliv- 
ered jammed i front of the Company’s office 
in the Real Estate Board Buliding in the 
hope of regaining part of their money. They 
were met with two announcements pasted 
on the door. One was a landlord's five 
lays’ notice to C. E. Schroer to vacate the 
premises before next Tuesday. The other 
was a notice posted evidently by one of the 
customers. It read: 


CLOSED. 
Will reopen when the Robins nest again. ¢ 


Neither Barton nor Schroer was able to 
get bonds, and both are in the 
Street Station. Barton's bail was fixed by 
Justice Martin at $4,000 and Schroer’s at 
$3,000. They will be given a preliminary 
hearing next Friday. Eight warrants have 
been sworn out against each of the men, 
charging them with illegally assuming a 
corporation name and obtaining money by 
‘false’ pretenses and by a confidence game. 
The City Sealer has reserved serving some 
of the warrants, his plan being to keep 
Barton and Schroér locked up until their 
Cases are brought before the grand jury. 


| Old Charge Against Barton. 

In addition to the warrants a was 
issu@#i for the arrest of Barton. The charge 
in the caplas is a year old and is the result 
of alleged irregularities in Barton's former 
business methods. A year ago Barton con- 
ducted a coal yard at 50 Curtis street.

He was successful in the pur- 
suit ot the Blue Cut and Cracker Neck train 
robbers in Missouri and in the arrest of the 
Burroughs brothers in the South. 

He was arrested on Sept. 12 on a warrant 
sworn out by his neighbor, Brown, who 
charged him with attempting murder. On 
Sept. 9 Brown was standing in his yard 
when McGinn, who lived next door, became 
abusive. Brown refused to leave his own 
yard as ordered by McGinn, and, ‘it is said, 
McGinn ran into the yard of his neighbor 
and struck at him. The two men struggled 
together and, according to Brown’s story, 
the sergeant drew his revolver and fired three 
shots. William Rehm, an ex-policeman, liv- 
ing with Brown, heard the shots, and, run- 
ning out, disarmed McGinn. Dismissal and 
indictment followed. 

Friendless Boy Hangs Himself. 

Without a friend to assist him in his battle 
for existence a 17-year-old boy. known to the 
urchins of South Clark street as Red Top.“ 
committed suicide during the afternoon in 
the hay loft ot the barn at the rear of 401 
Clark street. Hanging by a rope attached to 
one of the rafters he was found at 3 o’clock 
by Sam Steinberg, a boy who lives at the 
same number.

Opening Argument by State. 

In his opening argument Mr. Barnes as- 
sorted he would prove a shipment of grain 
from the Indiana Elevator of the Chicago 
Elevator company on Jan. 16, 1900, uncan- 
celed warehouse receipts for the grain be- 


ing held at the time by A..O. Slaughter & 


Co. The shipment was madeat theinstance 
of Mr. Smith, manager of the elevator com- 
pany, said Mr. Barnes, and was made to I. 
M. Parr & Co. of Baltimore for the “ ac- 
count of Lloyd J. Smith.“ Mr. Barnes traced 
the history of the warehouse act, which 
makes it an offense punishable with from 
one to ten years’ confinement in the peniten- 
tiary for a warehouseman to ship grain 
without the previous cancellation of ware- 
house receipts, and devoted time to expiain- 


ing the overwhelming public necessity for | 


a proper observance of the law. Mr. Smith, 
he asserted, would be clearly shown to have 
violated the law knowingly, feloniously, and 
continuously after having been called to the 
State Grain Inspector’s office and warned 
that the grain in his elevators, being short 
hundreds of thousands of bushels, further 
shipments would have to’cease and the ware- 
house receipts for grain already shipped 
would have to be taken up. The officials of 
the grain inspector’s office who had the con- 
versation with Mr. Smith and who so warned 
him will be called to testify to that fact, said 
Mr. Barnes. 

** So clearly will the guilt of the defendant 
be shown to you,” said Mr. Barnes in his 
closing words to the jury, that the full 
penalty as prescribed by the statute will be 
asked.“ 


The three witnesses testifying for the State 
bore out the charges that the shipment of 
grain had been made at the instance of Mr. 
Smith, as alleged. Cross-examination, con- 
ducted, by Attorney Custer for the defense, 
failed to break the testimony of the wit- 
nesses. 

Testify to Grain Shipment. 

Arthur M. Lucius, formerly general clerk 
in the offices of the Chicago Elevator com- 
pany, testified to having received on Jan. 5, 
1900, the order for the sale of 80,000 bushels 
of Northern spring wheat td I. M. Parr & 
Co. and to having made out the shipping 
order directed against the Indiana elevator, 
and to having filled out the Invoice after the 
shipment and forwarded it to the Baltimore 
firm. The sale, said Mr. Lucius, had been 
made by Mr. Smith on the floor ot the Board 
of Trade, and the order introduced in evi- 


dence was identified as being in his hand- 


writing. The shipment of 21. bushels 
on Jan. 16, which is the specific allegation in 
the case on trial, was stated to have been 
an addition to the sale made later. 

On the introduction of the order, motion 
to dismiss the case against the defendant 
was made by Attorneys Wing and Custer 
on the ground that the order provided for 
the shipment of the grain via the Pittsburg 
and Fort Wayne railroad, the indictment 


‘alleging the shipment to have been made 


over the Pan-Handle railroad. Judge 
Holdom overruled the motion. 

Patrick E. Canfield, superintendent of the 
Wabash and Indiana elevators since the in- 
corporation of the company in 1888, testified 
to having witnessed the shipment of the 
grain as alleged.

An agreement for a conference on the ques- 
tion of tunnel lowering was reached yester- 
day by Mayor Harrison, President John M. 
Roach. and Attorney W. W. Gurley of the 
Union Traction company, and members of 
the River Improvement association. It is 
hoped to secure a settlement of the disputed 
responsibility out of court. It is the opinion 
of members of the association that the ques- 
tion of removal of river obstructions by the 
traction. company cannot be considered, ex- 
cept with a view to the extension of fran- 
chises. 54 

The city is blamed for attempting to secure 
the lowering of the tunnels by the company 
without an agreement upon the franchise. 
Mayor Harrison is charged. with standing out 
against the city’s interests by delaying con- 
sideration of the extension of grants. The 
claim is made by.citizens,. who affirm that 
they have no other interest except that of the 
lake traffic, that the Union Traction company 
cannot de expected to do the work until it 
has been given assurance of its franchise. 

By the proposed conference of city, trac- 
tion company and river association officials 
it is hoped ‘to settle the dispute without 
awaiting the result of the mandamus pro- 
ceedings now in court. The city has realized 
that action would have to be taken before a 
decision could be secured, and means of se- 
curing the money fof the lowering of the 
tunnels have been considered. It has been 
proposed to issue bonds for the work, if the 
bond issue question be decided favorably 
for the city. ‘The traction company then 
would be obliged to refund the city if the 
tunnel lowering suits were decided against it. 


Claims Mayor Retards Agreement. 

“J am not sure that I speak for ali mem- 
bers of the River Improvement association,”’ 
said George E. Adams, but I am certain 
that many agree with me in claiming that 
Mayor Harrison is retarding an agreement 
on the lowering of thg tunnels by delaying 
the consideration of Tranchise extension. 
The company would not be justified in agree- 
ing to lower the tunnels when it does not 
know for what period of time it would have 
the use of them. It could not be expected 
to agree to such a proposition. It is to be 
hoped, !f a conference can be arranged be- 
tween the city and the company with the 
association, that an agreement can be 
reached out of court. The association has 
no other interest in the matter than a de- 
sire to have obstructions to commerte re- 
moved from the river.”

DISCUSS MAIL TUBE SYSTEM. 


Impractical to Connect Business Houses 
with Trunk Lines Between Of- 
fice and Substations. 


The local committee appointed by the 
Postmaster General to investigate the pneu- 
matic tube system in Chicago met last even- 
ing in Postmaster Gordon's office. The most 
important feature brought out was that it 
was impractical to connect the business 
houses with the trunk lines operating be- 
tween the general office and the substations. 

There are oniy a limited number of 
switches which it is possible to operate on 
any line. Each switch requires several sec- 
onds to operate, and if there are too many 
the tubes become clogged. 

Inventor Fordyce addressed the committee 
last night and gave it as his opinion that ft 
would be impossible to have more than six 
switches on a three-mile line. If this is so 
the large malling houses will not be allowed 
to connect with the main tubes, but will be 
obliged to send their mail to certain shipping 
stations. Unless these stations are com- 
paratively near each other, the firms cannot 
afford to construct smaller tubes for con- 


nections.

“It was generally expected,“ say Her- 
bert 8. Stone & Co. of Chicago, that the 
election would seriously affect the publish- 
ing business; but, curiously enough, and for 
reasons not yet clear, the autumn prospects 
ate all that could be desired. Our travelers 
réport better business in all the principal 
éfties than last year, and last year was con- 
sidered exceptionally good. Within the last 
six weeks we have taken larger orders than 
ever before, and with less than the usual dif- 
ficulty. The result is naturally most en- 
couraging. 

The spring season was not à good one. 
Several of the jobbing houses were enor- 
mously overstocked from last autumn, and 
they were forced to sell off before giving 
new orders. In spite of this fact individual 
books, of course, made great successes, but 
ge 4 were by no means as numerous as 
in 99. 

It is out of the question to predict at this 
time what will be the best selling books of 
the autumn, but it is pretty safe to say 
that they have not yet been put upon the 
market. It is also impossible to speak of 
the literary quality of the new books until 
they are issued. The output, however, is 
certain to be large. Altogether too many 
books are being published. The phenomenal 
Successes of books by unknown authors in 
the last three years have made publishers 
a little less strict in their judgments, with 
the result that the market is now constant- 
. ly overloaded with second-rate novels. Most 
of these fall. and deservedly, but among them 
there may be a few which sell sufficiently 
to the others. The absolute impos- 
sibility of determining in advance which 
books will sell leads every publisher into the 
danger of issuing too many volumes. 

The romantic novel has, in our opinion, 
by no means run its course. Indeed, it is 
@ question whether it will not always be 
popular in this country. Our delight in 
lords, ladies, and heroes is likely to last as 
long as labor troubles and taxation form 
the basis of our daily literature.

CROOKED THINKER—CROOKED SPEAKER. 
The theatrical star who, when autumn 
gomes, sets out on a long tour in search 
t cash-and fame appears usually in one 

the same part wherever he plays. He 

not a tragedian in one town and 4, 
comediah ih atothef. Mr. Bryan; the 
wandering star of the political stage, pur- 
sued this course four years ago, He bad 
but one play then 16 te 1”; and he acted 
in it in city, town, and village, and at 
every railway siding where a score of 
people bad collected to listen to the per- 

This year he has a morg extensive reper- 
tory. He has two new plays. In one he 
figures as the trust-killer and in another 
as the heroic and virtuous savior of his 
native land from “imperialism.” While 
in 1806 he thought one play suited all 
tastes he is of the opinion this year that 
a piece which may be pular in one part 
of the country will not in another and 
should not be given there. West of the 
‘Missouri Mr. Bryan is mum concerning 
expansion. East of it he is voluble about 
anti-imperialism and silent about silver. 
When he speaks to workingmen he talks 


4 Debsism or denounces trusts and lets other 


issues alone. Thus it is that, as a rule, 
one can tell roughly what part of the 
country Mr. Bryan was in on a given da 
when told what he talked about. : 
It Mr. Bryan’s worst offense was that 
he had a large stock of “ paramount issues ” 
and was governed in the selection of the 
one he discussed in a particular locality by , 
thé sebtiments of the audience he was 
to address he would not be a grave of- 
fender. It is the custom of candidates 
to ‘spare the prejudices and consult the | 
inclinations of their hearers. But Mr. 
Bryan is a dishonest speaker. He has a 
crooked mind which has at its command a 
erooked tongue. 

The art of oratory as Mr. Bryan under- 
stands it is the art of deceiving. He is 
skilled in sophistry. He is a master in 
disingenuoys statement. He does not di- 
rectly make untruthful statements except 
where it seems safe for him to do so. He 
prefers to insinuate falsehoods. He is fend | 
of prefacing with an “it” the imputation 
of dishonorable acts or motives to ad- 
vyersaries. Those who hear him take no 
notice of the qualifying word, but if Mr. 
Bryen is taken to task for his statement 
he says it was merely a supposititious case. 

Sometimes Mr. ‘Bryan is incautious and 
tells his hearers a naked untruth. He did 
that the other day when, in reply to the 
unpleasant query about the Demoeratic 
disfranchisement of North Carolina blacks, | 
he said the Republican party had dis- 
franchised the negro in the District of 
Columbia. That legislation was as much 
Democratic as it was Bepublican. Nor 
has any Democrat since it. was enacted 
opened his mouth to ask for its repeal. 
Bryan did not when he had a seat in Gon- 
gress. It is generally conceded that the 
federal district has the best form of gov- 
ernment which could be devised for it, 
although its citizens, white or black, never

Mr. Bryan is as disingenuous when dis- 
cussing “trusts” as when discussing other 
topics.

He says it will be 
constitutional. Then he should not decline 
to give his reasons for thinking so. 

It is well known why Mr. Bryan says 
a constitutional amendment is not need- 
ed. He knows his Southern friends are 
opposed to one, for it would add to the 
powers of the national government at the 
expense of the States. That is why they 
voted against such an amendment in the 
House of Representatives this year. 80 
Mr, Bryan says that if it should be dis- 
covered that an amendment is necessary 
he ‘will favor one which shall add to the 
powers of Congress without impairing any 
of the existing rights of the States.” Will 
Mr. Bryan please submit a draft of such 
an amendment! 

Mr. Bryan will not be candid and straight - 
forward, for it is not in bim te be so. He 
is a crooked thinker and cannot help speak 
ing as he thinks.

| present week it has fulfilled that pledge by 


running one car daily, morning and evening, 
compelling the publie to pay a double fare 
in the intervening hours. Owing to the 
efforts of Alderman Race it has now con- 
descended to run a half-hour service as far 
as.the Lake Street Elevated. How thor- 
oughly this bit of history illustrates the 
grudging, grasping, tyrannizing spirit of the 
street car management! Its constant atti- 
tude is one of unwillingness to acknowledge 
the rights of the public, to accommodate 
anybody, or to keep ite agreements. Its 
policy is to get the most it can from the 
publie and to give as little as it can in re- 
turn. Its primary assumption is that there 
can be no public rights—that all the rights 
are on its side, and that whatever it does for 
the public is a concession and not an acqui- 
escence in any public right. 

The Union Traction company has bought 
the principles and methods of the old com- 
panies as well as their franchises. This f 
hag long been painfully apparent. The ne 
management has now been in charge of 
things a year or more, and the people have 
no more love for the new company than they 
had for the old. They watch with unteigned 
pleasure the shrinkage in the market quo- 
tations. of the stock of the company. They 
could not feel otherwise, considering how 
they are treated. The street car accommo- 
dations in this city are inferior to those of 
aby other first-class city. 

The object of the company, apparently, is. 
not to accommodate its patrons but to make 
them stand up and be as uncomfortable as 
they can. For the same penny-wise reason 
the company persists in running long trains 
instead of separate cars, the result of which 
is slower time, more frequent stops, greater 
lability to accident, and poorer service in 
every respect. In the central part of the 


city these‘ long trains are an “intolerable 


nuisance totraffic. This bad service might 
be endured with more or less patience if it 
were not. for the greedy and domineering 
spirit that lies behind it. It is a spirit that 
: assumes to ride roughshod over individual 
and public Interests, that will evade a con- 
ent impunity, and that apparently cares for 
nothing but immediate cash in hand. 
The result of this misuse of the public by 
the Union Traction company is a diversion 
of business to other companies. People 
turn to the elevated roads and to the suburb- 
an service on the Illinois Central, the North- 
western, and other lines, and they find there 
better accommodation. They can get seats, 
are decently treated, and find themselves in 
an atmosphere pervaded with a desire to 
meet the needs and wishes of patrons, On 
the New York surface roads the conven- 
ienees are greater than on the elevated 
road, hence New-Yorkers ‘would rather use 
a surface car than climb to the elevated 
structure. In Chicago the opposite is true. 
Wherever passengers have a choice between 
the two they prefer the elevated, because

They 
apply it indiscriminately to every com- 
mercial, manufacturing, or transportation 
business which is carried on upon a grand 
scale, which commands much capital, which 
has a large capitalization, or which seems 
to be making much money, Every company 
which is the child of a consolidation is 
denounced, no matter what may have been 
the objects aimed at in the consolidation, as 
a “trust” and a monopoly. 
There is nothing singular in the loose 
use of words by ordinary people, especial- 
ly when speaking of something they dis- 
like, but it is surprising to behold Mr, 
Stanchfield, the Democratic candidate for 
Governor of New York, calling the depart- 
ment store a “trust.” The vague idea

PIONEER CHICAGO ARTIST DIES. 


Junius R. Sloan Meets with Accident in 
California Which Proves Fatal 
Was Landscape Painter. — 


News of the death of Junius R. Sloan, 
which occurred near Redlands, Cal., on 
Aug. 16, has just been received in Chicago. 
Mr. Sloan was well known in Chicago, 
where he was a pioneer landscape artist, 
having resided here for over forty years. 
He was born in Ashtabula, O., in 1827, and 
received his education and his training as 
an artist in this country entirely. He came 
to Chicago about 1855 and opened a studio 
here, which he kept up until about three | 
years ago, when he retired from active life. 
+ Last January Mr. Sloan went to Califor- 
nia to visit his sister, Mrs. D. W. Sargeant. 
He was also engaged in doing some work, 
despite his advanced age, and was making 
some studies of California landscapes. On 
Aug. 16, while at Mrs. Sargeant's summer 
cottage near Redlands, he accidentally fell 
from a high porch and sustained injuries 
which, owing to his feeble physical condition, 
proved fatal, and he died within. an hour 
afterward without regaining consciousness. 

“Mr. Sloan was a refined and educated 
gentleman,” said one of his friends. He 
never attained especial distinction as an 
artist, but was known for the uniform 
painstaking care with which he executed his 


career to the tenets of his art as he inter- 
preted them. He confined his work entirely 
to landscapes, and his pictures adorn many 
of the finest homes of Chicago today.“ 
During the days of the old Academy of 
he was connected with it, and 
showed at the exhibitions of the Society of 
Western Artists. He has a son in Chicago 
who is a teacher of drawing in the public 
schools.
